LOBALISATION isn’t just 
strangling our economy and 
taking our jobs, it’s also killing 
our trees. 

Tens of thousands of horse 
chestnut trees across Britain are 
dying thanks to diseases introduced 
because of the free global trading 
market. 

Across swathes of England at the 
height of last summer, it looked as 
if autumn had come early as horse 
chestnut tree leaves all turned rust 
brown and shrivelled. 

The trees were being ravaged 
by the caterpillars of the Horse 
Chestnut Leaf Miner. moth, 
Cameraria ohridella. 

This moth was first found in 
Macedonia in the Balkans, near 
Lake Ohrid, in the -1980’s but 
thanks to the endless flow of 
Eastern European trucks pouring 
into Britain since EU enlargement 
in 2004 it’s now here in Britain. 

This foreign immigrant pest 
blights our landscape and weakens 
our trees, but doesn’t usually 
kill them. That is left to another 
immigrant pest brought by the 
global market: bleeding canker. 

This is caused by a bacterial 
infection, due to the germ 
Pseudomonas syringae pathovar 
aesculi. Pae for short. This causes 
huge bleeding cankers on the trees 
and can kill them in one or two 
seasons. 

Pae originated in a relative of 
the horse chestnut native to India,

HE Environment Agency 
(EA) has decided that the 
British angling community is 
much too ‘White’. 

To remedy this, it is ploughing 
rod licence fees into a project 
called ‘Angling 2015’, which aims 
to entice 200,000 people, most of 
them ethnic minorities and women, 
into fishing. 

Anglers can be forgiven for

So serious is the devastation 
of our country’s horse chestnut 
trees now that schoolchildren are 
having difficulties finding healthy 
conkers with which to play their 
good old traditional playground 
game. Even the organisers of the 
World Conker Championship 
held each year near the village of 
Ashton in Northamptonshire are 
getting concerned. 

But it isn’t just conkers that 
the global free market economy 
threatens. As Dr Sarah Green, a 
tree pathologist with the Forestry 
Commission’s Forest Research 
division pointed out recently: 
“There has been an unprecedented 
rise in invasive plant diseases, 
possibly linked to the rise in

international travel and in the 
global plant trade.” 

The next foreign plague brought 
to our shores by globalism may 
not just kill conkers. 

It may kill wheat, or potatoes, 
or cabbages. Or cows, or pigs. Or 
people. 

Next time you look at a horse 
chestnut tree decked out in autumn 
gold in July, think of the classic 
vintage TV series Survivors. 

The terrifying global pandemic 
it depicts fictionally will happen 
in fact one day, if we carry on as 
we are doing. 

Britain needs to leave the 
European Union and protect 
our industry and our economy 
from globalisation - not just to 
save our trees and our crops but 
to safeguard our very future.

“Under the CFP’s obscene quota 
system, nearly a million tons of

“Increasing numbers of burning 
wind turbines certainly bring home 
the dangerous and unpredictable 
nature of these huge machines,” 
warned the MEP. 

“I shall certainly be highlighting 
the issue in my campaign material 
as these monstrosities are spreading 
across my North West of England 
constituency at a rate of knots.” 


Transmission Failure 

There have been over 150 wind 
turbine fires which are caused by 
a failure in transmission. To date 
no gear oil has been invented to 
withstand the pressures produced 
within these units. 

One spectacular wind turbine 
fire occurred in a 200ft structure at 
the Wind Factory by the Nissan car 
plant on Wearside. 

The fire was so fierce that all 
three 75-ft long fibreglass blades 
dropped off and thick black smoke 
could be seen for miles around. 

Almost 200 people dialled 999 
to alert emergency crews as flames 
engulfed the turbine. 

Police closed both the A1231 
and the A19 for an hour-and-a- 
quarter amid worries that parts of 
the metal tower could fall onto the 
busy roads.

HAT”S what Andrew Brons 
told fellow MEPs during a 
debate on the future of Europe.

NDREW Brons has 

tackled the European 
Commission over Britain’s 
Budget Rebate. 

In a written question he 
asked whether statements 
made by the Commissioner for 
Financial Programming and 
Budget, Janusz Lewandowski, 
calling for an end to the UK’s 
rebate in respect of its annual 
budget contributions, were a 
personal opinion or those of the 
Commission. 

The rebate was worth 3 billion 
Euros this year which was half 
of what Britain received the 


previous year. 

Over the next four years, 
Britain’s net contribution to the 
European Union will rise to a 
staggering £8.2 billion. 

Andrew also asked: “Does the 
Commission support the prin- 
ciples behind the UK’s rebate, 
and is it of the opinion that the 
rebate should continue indef- 
initely in view of the UK’s 
role as one of Europe’s major 
contributors to the EU budget, 
both now and in the past?” 

After receiving the answer, 
Andrew Brons had this to say:

This system has allowed the Communications team to utilise media

' Using their new database of media contacts, which is kept up-to- 
date on an almost weekly basis, our 12 regional Press Officers can 
now send targeted press releases to their entire region with an impact 
and a reach that surpasses anything before.
